Fuchsia Pruning Time 


The early part of February is the best time for pruning these popular shrubs that 
should be in every Bay Area garden. By this time all danger of severe freeze is over, 
as ordinary frosts, which will still come for several weeks yet, do no harm to Fuchsias. 
Fuchsias flower more freely and give better and larger bloom if given a good pruning. 
You cannot kill a Fuchsia plant with heavy pruning and they are one plant you can 
make many mistakes on and still get good results. In general, plants should be cut 
back about one-half with the exception of the very dwarf or slow growing types and 
with these exceptions, cut back about one-third. Thin out all dead and twiggy growth 
and cut out crossing branches, particularly in the center. Save the strongest shoots 
and those growing in the direction needed to make a shapely plant. Don’t hesitate on 
cutting back all hanging basket types as it is necessary to promote new growth from 
the crowns. After pruning it is advisable to thoroughly spray all plants, using a mixture 
of VOLCK and ISOTOX to control insects that may be wintering over on the plants. 
After growth begins later in the spring, aphis and white fly appear on the new growth 
and the best spray at that time is MALATHION.

THE ARISTOCRAT (Waltz)—Large double, 
creamy white corolla with flaring ser- 
rated petals, slightly veined rose at base. 
White tube and spreading, upturned 
pale pink sepals, tipped with white. 
Strong, upright grower. 


TITANIC (Reiter)—Double corolla, ranges 
from carmine at base of petals to deep 
petunia purple toward the edges which 
have a light “bead”? margin. Short, car- 
mine tube and thick, recurved carmine 
sepals. Will trail. 


TIMMY (Evans)—Small, semi-double flow- 
ers in abundance. White corolla, pink 
veins and broad, upturned red sepals. A 
cross of the species Riccartoni. Should 
be hardy. 75c each.

TREASURE (Niederholzer)—Fine, upright 
growth with plenty of flowers. Very pale 
orchid, double corolla of large size;

TUTU (Reiter) — Double flowered, bushy 
growing variety, excellent for pot cul- 
ture. Large, flat flowered corolla of pale 
rhodamine purple flecked with pale vio- 
let. Spreading sepals are palest rose in- 
side and greenish white outside. 


ULTRAMAR (Reiter) (Trade Mark Reg.)— 
Very double corolla opens to a delicate 
gray blue and the base of the large in- 
curved petals is stuffed with short white 
streaked irregular petaloides. Creamy 
white bud and long, broad, recurved 
sepals display a white iridescent inner 
surface. $1.00 each. 


UNCLE CHARLEY (Tiret) — Semi-double, 
lilac lavender corolla, tube and broad 
sepals rose red. Strong growing and 
should espalier well. 


UNCLE JULES (Reiter, 1947)—Double vio- 
let blue, sepals crimson. Foliage is small 
and thick and the growth scandent. 
Giant double of fine ‘blue’ coloring. 
Will trail. 


VOODOO (Tiret) (Pat.)—Large double co- 
rolla of the deepest purple violet with 
Short tube and long, broad upturned 
sepals dark red. Strong, upright grower.
